They call him Bill or Butch or VBK... He 
really doesn’t care .. . the coach of the Pistons 
who once Was a sergeant in the marines. It was 
in the marines he met his wife, who also was in 
service at the time. They recently celebrated 
their 25th wedding anniversary. 


Born in 1922, van Breda Kolff is in the second year of a two-year contract 
with the Pistons. His philosophy is simple: 


“Coaching can be fun... but fun can come only when you win.” 


Despite the Pistons’ 31-51 record last season —— his first as Detroit coach — 
van Breda Kolff is encouraged over the outlook for 1970-71. ‘‘l saw some 
things at the end of the season which pleased me no little,’ says van Breda 
Kolff. “Add to the fact we have strengthened ourselves in the draft, we 
should do much better in the season ahead." 


Born in 1922, van Breda Kolff played college basketball at Princeton. He 
later graduated from New York University and spent four seasons with the New 
York Knicks. 


He began his coaching career at Hofstra College . . . moved to Lafayette... 
then to Princeton . . . Had a combined college record of 307 victories against 
109 losses .. . This included a 103-31 mark at Princeton where he produced 
Ivy League champs in four of the five years he was there. Twice his Princeton 
teams qualified for the NCAA playoffs. 


Van Breda Kolff went to the Los Angeles Lakers in 1967, ending 52-30 his 
first year and losing to Boston in the NBA playoff finals in the sixth game... 
The next season the Lakers had a 55-27 overall season record ... then lost by 
two points to Boston inthe seventh and deciding game of the world champion- 
ship finals. 


PAUL SEYMOUR 


SCOUT 


From playing to coaching . .. from coaching to retire- 
ment back to coaching .. . then retirement again... 
then back to the basketball wars as a scout and assistant 
coach . ,. then a head coach . . . and now the Pistons’ 
Director of Player Procurement. 


That in capsule form is the Paul Seymour story. 


A native of nearby Toledo, Ohio, Seymour still was in his 
‘teens when he began his pro basketball career with the 
old Baltimore Bullets in 1947. But he was traded to the Syracuse Nationals in February, 
1948, and remained with the team for 11 seasons. 


He was the Nats’ perennial leaders in assists, free throws made and minutes played and 
averaged almost 10 points per Game. He was named the playing coach of the Nats in 
1956-57 and guided the team for four years, fashioning records of 34-26, 41-31, 35-37 
and 45-30, Then came one full season at St. Louis where the Hawks finished 51-28. He 
was dropped the following year by the Hawks after a 5-9 start and remained out of the 
NBA until 1965-66 when he returned to coach the Baltimore Bullets to a second-place 
finish with a 38-42 mark. Then retirement again. 


In 1967-68 he was named the Pistons’ assistant coach and chief scout and last season 
moved up as head coach in early December and finished the season with a 22-38 record. 
Then he asked to be relieved of the coaching job and was named to his new post with the 
Pistons. ; 


Overall, Seymour's NBA teams won 271 and lost 241 in regular-season action and had a 
14-19 playoff record. Seymour makes his home with his wife and two children 
in Syracuse. 


HAROLD L. (Bud) SHOCKRO 
PISTONS TRAINER 


A native of Attleboro, Mass., Shockro will be starting 
his fifth season with the Pistons, 


He has been identified with professional and college 
teams since 1958 when he joined the Chicago White Sox 
system. He served the Chisox for eight seasons before 
moving closer to home to join the Boston Red Sox 
system, He was with the Bosox’ Pittsfield (Mass.) team 
this past summer. 


Shockro also was associated with the Providence (R.1.) professional football team in 
1963 and 1964 and trained the Providence College basketball and hockey teams 
from 1959-66.
